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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of 1 0/21/2004 in is acknowledged. 

This is not found persuasive because the inventions are distinct, each from the other 
because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions l-lll and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention l-V has separate 
utility. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions I and II, III, and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II.III.V restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

5. Claim 1 has been amended, incorporating the allowable subject matter of claim 4. 

6. As a result of the amendment to Claim 1 , Claim 33 is now a generic claim with 
respect to claim 1 . 

7. Claims 4-6 and 38-45 have been canceled by Applicant. 

8. New claims 46-52 have been added; the new added claims are supported by 
specification.

The prior art of the record des not teach or suggest a supporting structure for a liquid 
treatment system, comprising: a housing configured to be mounted at the end of a 
faucet a hydro-generator disposed within the housing and configured to be rotated by 
the flow of liquid to generate power for the ultraviolet light source, including inter alia ,a 
nozzle and only one manifold disposed in the housing the manifold comprising a first 
passageway configured to channel the flow of liquid to the filter, a second passageway 
configured to channel the flow of liquid from the filter to the ultraviolet light source and a 
nozzle keeper configured to engage the nozzle, the nozzle configured to channel the 
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flow of liquid from the ultraviolet light source to the hydro-generators as an extruded 
stream of liquid to induce rotation .
